haven't a roaster large enough, the 


greased, If the bird is not very fat, 
tub with mild drippings and baste 
during the roasting, Bake in a moder- 
ately slow oven about 300°F, allowing 
80 minutes per pound dressed weight 
for chickens, 20 minutes for turkeys 
and 25 minutes if the turkey weighs

atures in roasting as this toughens 
the meat, causing it to shrink and 
lose its juices. Turn bird on back to 
brown uniformly during last hour of 
roasting, . 
The Roast Goose or Duck 

Choose one not too fat—place 
breast side up on rack in roaster. 
Add one cup boiling water and cover 
tightly, Roast at 325°F', for on hour, 
then ‘pour off water and fat and con- 
tinue roasting uncovered until done. 
(Twenty to twenty-five minutes per 
pound dressed weight.) 

NOTE: Frozen poultry should be 
thawed slowly at a low or room tem- 
perature, Do not hurry thawing by 
soaking meat in water, either hot or 
cold, Soaking causes reckless loss of 
good juices, Poultry will keep longer 
if not drawn, 

To Stuff Poultry 

.1, Turkey and chicken should not 
have a dressing too strongly flavour- 
ed—bread and cracker crumbs, 
oyster, sausage, chestnut etc, are 
ideal. 

2. Duck and goose take a fairly 


highly seagoned dressing or fruit 


dressing, Since they are fat they re- 
quire a dry stuffing to soak up fat 
during roasting. 

8. Sprinkle inside of bird with salt 
before dressing, Allow approximately 
three-quarter cup dressing per pound 
(dressed weight.) Ordinarily, 1 one- 
pound loaf of bread will make about 
four cups medium dry bread crumbs,
